Paris, July 26.—A dispatch from 
says that heavy 
fighting continues all day long, 
(July 24). The wattle lasted 18 
hours. Russians were driven 
back on the east side and were 
reported to be utterly routed on 
the north. 


Adispatch says thatthe BE iss- 
ians have evacuated New Chw ng, 
which Japanese wall probably iake 
possession of on July 26th. 


‘London, July 29th.—€abling 
under date of . July 24, New Chw- 
ang correspondent describés* a 
fourteer, hour ° desperate” battle 
with heavy losses on both sides 
avd which resulted in the Rus- 
sian position at «La Pch Kiao be- 
ing tendered untenable by reason 
of which.the Russians *weré’ com- 
pelled to retire towards Ligg-Yaug. 
The battle began« at “6: o’clock in 
the morning, the correspondent 
says, the Russians resuming the 
attack on the Japanese on the 
heights of Ta Tch Kiao. 


After a few hours the Japanese 
left flank captured the viilaye of 
Tenghudi Tuen, compelling Rus- 
sians to retire to Tienguai Tuen. 
six miles from their base, The 
Russiaus now reinforced main- 
tained their position until five 
o'clock in the-efternoon when the 
Japanese right flank gave a sudden 
advance on the hills south of Ta 
Tich Liao and by tremendous fire 
forced the Russtans to retire. 


Japanese firing line extended 
15 miles and aftertwo more hours 
of an incessant fire of shot and 
shell they swept the last hill and 
plain clear of Russians. 


London, July 26.—A despatch 
from Liao Yang reports heavy 
fighting theirall day yesterday. 
Russian casualties were thought 
to exceed 400 while Japanese are 
said to have lost the more men. 
Japanese who were attaching the 
southern detachment were forced 
to retire  precipitately leaving 
their dead and wounded on the 
field 

Port Said, July 25.— The steam- 
er Smolensk of the Russian vol- 
unteer fleet, fired three blank shots 
accross the blows of the Merchant- 
man Ardoya, the cargo of which 
consists of coal and _ explosives. 
The vessel not stopping, the 
Smolnsk then sent two loaded shots 
at her; one of them passing over 


her amidships and the other over 
her stern. 


The Ardova was then seized and 
her crew transfered to the Smolen- 
sk, ‘The vessel will be brought to 
Seuz. The Ardova, under Capt. 
Smith, sailed from New York on 
June 15th for Manilla. She 
arrived at Port said ou July 11.

Northern Alberta Creamerics 
Dolng Well 


One of our representatives who 
has been spending some time in 
Northern Alberta writes: 

In Northern Alberta dairying 
still more than holds its own, and 
new creameries are being orected 
at quite a number of different 
points without Goverment assis- 
tance. 

At Innisfail they hada good 
winter's make and at the opening 
of June were making 3,000 pounds 
aweek. The output for the next 
six months is estimated at 178,000 
pounds. 

Red Deer Creamery has been 
in operation all winter and made 
some 196,000 pounds. During 
the last week(atthe commencement 
of June) they made 1,400 lbs., and 
although Blackfalds and Lacombe 
cream is now made up at the new 
creameries at these places, still 
Red Deer expects to turn out a 
larger output than ever. 

At Blackfalds they have a nice 
little creamery doing good work. 
They made about 1,300 pounds 
during May, and expr ct a season of 
about 75,000 pounds. 

Owing to heavy trails and the 
difficulty in engaging cream heul- 
ers, Lacombe creamery has only 
made a fair start. 

Newcreameries are being built 
at Ponoka and Leduc, which, when 
in operation, will add considerably 
to the butt+r output of Alberta 

At all the creameries egg are 
brought in by cream haulers and 


are sent on to Calgary with ship- 


ments of butter, aud from there 
distributed to the differant towns 
in British Columbia.—Nor’- West 
Farmer.
